Saratoga Readjustment

FTER THE BLOOD-HORSE of June 14 published 

a fairly extended statement concerning the 
Saratoga “racket,” as Thomas B. Cromwell un- 
hesitatingly called it, in which some consignors 
and some purchasing agents enter into collusion 
to raise the price of yearlings, we listened closely 
for the reactions among breeders. They ranged 
widely, as one could have expected. Some con- 
signors were wholeheartedly in favor of a com- 
plete extermination of the practice of paying 10 
per cent to trainers who buy yearlings for others. 
Some simply kept their peace, by their silence 
suggesting that it was not a proper subject for 
public discussion. Others openly doubted that 
anything could be done about it. One frank soul 
commented: 

“The only thing wrong about these 10 per cent 
boys is that I can’t find enough of them to suit 
me.” 

But in the main there seems to be a strong hope 
among consignors that there will be a complete 
elimination of the practice of paying gratuities to 
Saratoga purchasing agents. 

The reactions, however, are not nearly so im- 
portant as the realities of the situation. The law 
is very much a reality. It provides 1) that a 
seller, unless he has given previous notice of in- 
tention, cannot bid on his own offerings or ‘“‘in- 
duce any person to bid at such sale on his be- 
half”; 2) that a seller is guilty of a misdemeanor 
if he buys in the stock he has exposed for auc- 
tion; 3) that it is a misdemeanor to make or at- 
tempt “any gift or gratuity whatever” to the 
agent of a buyer “without the knowledge and con- 
Sent of the principal’; and 4) that a bargain 
made by an agent who has received “without his 
principal’s consent compensation from others for

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the performance of his agency is invalid’ (the 
quotation is from Williston on Contracts). 

This last-mentioned provision, which is backed 
up by statutes in many states, including New 
York, means, to put it roughly, that the consignor 
who sells a yearling and pays a gratuity to the 
purchasing agent is at the mercy of the buyer and 
the agent, if the buyer wants his money back and 
the purchasing agent admits the acceptance of a 
gratuity. It is not likely that a consignor will be 
comforted by the thought that a gratuity given to 
a trainer may be the means by which the trainer 
can force him to take back a yearling and return 
the purchase price after the yearling has been 
tried or injured. 

The Fasig-Tipton Company has sent out to the 
consignors of yearlings a memorandum calling 
attention to the laws applying to auction sales, 
and presumably this same memorandum will 
come into the hands of buyers and their agents. 
It may be presumed also that law enforcement 
agencies in New York State will be more aggres- 
sive than in the past in enforcing the law. Thus 
it seems highly probable that consignors to this 
year’s Saratoga sales will be extremely wary of 
gratuities, including even country hams. 

But, even with gratuities declared to be no 
longer an innocent form of promotion, consignors 
still have on their hands the problem of how to 
“protect’”’ themselves when a yearling is selling 
for a figure far below their own estimate of his 
worth. Many sellers have made it a practice to 
“pring them home,” despite the realization that 
their future sales would be adversely affected. 
But this, too, is against the letter of the law, un- 
less the seller has given notice that he retains the 
privilege of bidding for himself. So, if a con- 
signor wishes to protect himself, he must decide 
how, and make announcement of the fact. 

The elimination of sharp practice in the auction 
sales should have a salutary effect, though it may 
not seem to add anything to the apparent strength 
of the market. It should tend toward a preven- 
tion of the ‘“spottiness’’ sometimes seen, and it 
should protect new buyers from some of the dis- 
may they have felt in the past.

Experts on Caffeine 


AYBE the best way to get rid of a question 

is to turn it over to experts. The caffeine 
cases in California have now accepted this des- 
tiny. The experts in question differ in opinion, 
just as non-experts did in the first place, but since 
the chemists can debate the matter in terms the 
layman cannot understand, nobody feels any great 
obligation to follow the controversy very closely. 
This is perhaps just as well. 

Last week the opinion of Dr. Charles E. Mor- 
gan, whom most Eastern racing people know as 
chemist for the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion, was that there was no caffeine in the 
urinalysis tests which provoked all this trouble, 
but a substance which he called “Unknown No. 
17.”" Dr. Chauncey D. Leake, of the University of 
California, didn’t know about any “Unknown No. 
17” and thought it was caffeine. But neither opin- 
ion was given that simply; in fact when Dr. Leake 
compared some improbability to the occurrence 
of a royal flush in poker, one honest reporter 
wrote that it “was one of the few moments during 
the hearing when everyone in the assembly hall 
knew what the witness was talking about.” 

A slight acquaintance with Dr. Morgan sup- 
ports the belief that Dr. Morgan knows what he 
is talking about, but that this observer doesn’t, 
always. The discussion in California has now ap- 
parently passed to the latter phase. At all events, 
the experts are disagreeing just like people, and 
though it is difference of opinion that makes 
horse racing, it isn’t any too good toward estab- 
lishing what happened to those nine horses in 
California. If, as the ancients fabled, truth is to 
be found at the bottom of a well, nobody seems in 
immediate danger of getting wet. 


Reflections on the Gold Cup 


OLLYWOOD Gold Cup day without a winner 
must have seemed odd to George Woolf. He 
rode the winners of the first three, Seabiscuit, 
*Kayak II, and Challedon. Last Saturday was 
th: first time any other jockey has visited the 
winner's circle for that event. It’s a remarkable 
record as it stands, but it’s by no means a unique 
event. The well known James McLaughlin began 
the United States Hotel Stakes in the same fash- 
ion, though it was an unimportant race in the 
‘eighties. He rode the first four winners of the 
Tidal Stakes, and four others later. Albert John- 
son rode the first three winners of the Pimlico 
Futurity, Morvich, Blossom Time, and Sally’s Al- 
ley, and the three actually earned a greater total 
than Woolf’s three. Isaac Murphy missed the 
second running, but he had four of the first five 
Latonia Derby winners. He had the first three 
American Derby winners and another one later. 
It will be noted that none of these coincidences 
happened to second-flight jockeys. 


There was another change in the Gold Cup pat- 
tern this year also. It was the first time in the 
four years that A. A. Baroni’s Specify didn’t lead 
into the stretch. The C. S. Howard stable got its 
smallest share, adding a third to two firsts and a 
second.

But when a big stakes is run in 
California, the question is whether he will get 
some of it or all of it. You can’t call him un- 
lucky, either. 


Impressions 


NE note in a miscellany in a California paper 
remarks that Mioland “is the first Western- 
bred horse to earn more than $200,000 in many 
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a year.” In how many a year? The record for 
a Western-bred before Mioland was Morvich’s 
$165,909. Unless somebody is counting *Kayak 
II, which was foaled no farther West than Boston. 


Last year figures cast up at the end of June 
indicated, truly enough, that there would be a 
slight diminution of racing in 1940 as compared 
with 1939 figures. This year, through June, there 
have been 6,759 races, as compared with 6,389 in 
1940, so that the slight loss in number which 
came last year seems on the way to being taken 
up this season. But June was not so frantic this 
year, with 2,214 races, as against 2,668 in June 
last year. 


Although Conn McCreary hasn’t convinced 
everybody he’s a top jockey yet, he is still lead- 
ing rider of the year, with 121 winners through 
last week-end. His percentage of winners, which 
really means more, is as good as Arcaro’s and 
better than Meade’s, these two being tied behind 
him with 112 each. Arcaro has never been lead- 
ing jockey in number of winners (he led in money 
won last year), but he had a good chance this 
year. However, he was set down indefinitely last 
Saturday, which is no way to improve a stand- 
ing, with three other riders, King, Longden, and 
Eads, all having more than 100 winners. 


ONE, TWO, THREE 


HEN Calumet Farm finished first, second, 

and third in the Arlington Futurity with Sun 
Again, Some Chance, and Wishbone, young re- 
porters with short memories soon had old-timers 
with long memories racking their brains for 
similar instances. Not many were forthcoming 
at first, but in a few days one of Daily Racing 
Form’s correspondents called attention to H. P. 
Whitney’s monopoly of the Astoria Stakes of 
1924, and to the fact that the Three D’s Stock 
Farm on two occasions furnished the three horses 
placed in a restricted stakes event known as the 
Texas Futurity in 1933 and the Southwest 
Breeders’ Futurity in 1936. At Lexington John 
H. Clark was reminded by the veteran William 
J. Treacy of George L. Lorillard’s clean sweep of 
the Flash Stakes of 1879. 


The search for one-two-three victories could 
very well stop with “Prince George” Lorillard, 
whose record in this particular is not likely ever 
to be improved upon. THE BLOOD-HORSE “morgue” 
carried memoranda of two races in which his 
horses, the same trio in both cases, had finished 
first, second, and third. When 86-year-old John 
H. Morris, master of Bosque Bonita Farm in 
Woodford County, Kentucky, came into the office 
a few days ago, he was asked if he remembered 
other instances, and promptly announced that 
Mr. Lorillard had turned the same trick at least 
four times, that he had hanging in the hall at 
— one of those old prints memorializing these 
eats,

Detroit 


‘i ~ fifty-second consecutive day of racing at 
Detroit, Sundays excepted, came July 19, with 
a $3,000 sprint for 3-year-olds as the principal 
event. Odds-on favorite was Mrs. E. McCuan’s 
entry of Wise Moss and Fairly Fly, and though 
the latter ran last of five all the way, Wise Moss 
gradually brought down the pacemakers and 
eventually won by six lengths, though she had 
123 pounds up and was giving from eight to 13 
pounds to the field. The Wise Counsellor filly, 
bred by R. L. Stivers, has not been defeated in six 
starts at the Detroit track, though she once had 
to share honors with Epidor in a dead heat. 
Though she is racing without stakes opportuni- 
ties she has earned $13,050 this season. She has 
won over tracks fast and muddy and sloppy, in 
time as good as 1:11 for six furlongs. 

A $2,000 handicap at 114, miles, for 3-year-olds 
and up, went to Smith G. Baker’s Meggy, by 
Cherokee. Meggy, a 3-year-old, also has a good 
recent score at Detroit, having won her last three 
starts there. 

Two-year-olds had their chance in an allowance 
race for $1,200, the winner being T. D. Buhl’s 
Tomluta, a Tommy Boy gelding which seems far 
the best juvenile at the track. He has won his 
last four races, and in the July 19 affair he had 
120 pounds up, and was giving from five to 18 
pounds to his field. He led all the way and won 
by a length. A 15¢-mile race closed the Saturday 
card, and this proved a galloping victory for M. H. 
Van Berg’s Lynette O., a 5-year-old mare by 
*Serajevo. 


Delaware Park Betting 


The recently concluded 30-day meeting at Dela- 
ware Park enjoyed a 24 per cent increase in 
patronage, as reflected by the betting totals. 
This year the totalizator handled $10,730,565, for 
a daily average of $357,685. Last year the daily 
average was $288,959. Figures for both years 


are exclusive of the daily double pools, as this 
sort of betting is not done through the totalizator.

On Claiming Races 


HETHER the Saratoga yearling sales are 

better or worse next month, it’s about time 
the breeders, commercial and otherwise, should 
make a concerted effort to eradicate the evils 
that have developed under operation of the claim- 
ing rule in force in the majority of states. In 
some sections, the claiming of horses is some- 
thing of a racket as useful racing tools pass from 
one stable to another, but always within a cer- 
tain group. This leads to the belief that actual 
ownership does not change. 

However, that evil shouldn’t concern breeders 
as much as the damage being done to their year- 
ling sales by the expansion of the market offered 
by claiming races. Under normal conditions, 
perhaps, the yearling sales would not be holding 
so many fears for the consignors as at present. 
The burning question is whether the buyers will 
be present in their usual number and with the 
same willingness to pay for the yearlings of their 
choice. 

It cannot be doubted that the number of year- 
ling buyers has failed to grow in ratio to the ex- 
pansion of racing by the adoption of pari-mutuel 
wagering in so many states. Many new owners 
have come into the sport, particularly in sections 
where racing is comparatively new, but too few 
have started by purchasing yearlings and in- 
trusting them to a good horseman to develop. 
Rather, they have indicated an interest to some 
glib person of only casual knowledge of training 
yet well enough acquainted with the racing 
secretary's office to know where the claiming box 
is situated. 

As in hardly any other business, racing pro- 
vides the opportunity for a 100 per cent return 
on investment through the operation of the pres- 
ent claiming rule—and within a week or ten days. 
The owner claims a horse for $1,000 and must 
run him, if at all, for a value at least 25 per cent 
greater for thirty days. There being very little 
difference in ability in horses of these price 
classes, and the purse values being what they are 
today, the chances of making money on invest- 
ments of this kind certainly must appear rosier 
than the opportunities offered in the development 
of yearlings. So, the owners remain away from 
the yearling sales unless they are among the few 
really anxious to have a good horse. 

There is no question but what some breeders 
have been successful in disposing of their sur- 
plus stock through the medium of claiming races 
as they are designed at present. Yet the be- 
lief sticks with the writer that the foundation of 
racing is threatened by continued operation of 
the current rule. We have not overlooked the 
real purpose of the claiming race—to bring to- 
gether horses of like ability. For horses of the 
lower classes, claiming races are superior to 
handicaps and allowance affairs and it’s no dis- 
grace for a racing association to card them, even 
a full program of them, as long as the effort is 
made to attract the better horses as often as 
possible. 

The closed claiming rule, such as the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission has re-adopted, tends 
to eliminate some of the evils of too much claim- 
ing, but the writer desires to see some state try 
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the rule whereby a claimed horse cannot run for 
a period of 30 days. And if this rule doesn’t 
work, the period should be extended to 60 days. 
Associations and racing secretaries may object 
to this rule on the basis that horses will be 
forced out of circulation but the number hardly 
would be large enough to be considered im- 
portant. 

Under such a rule, claiming events would still 
bring together horses of like ability. If any 
horseman took the chance of dropping a horse 
down as much as $500 in value for the purpose 
of increasing his chances of victory, to be sure 
there would be another horseman waiting with 
a halter, confident enough of his ability to bring 
that horse back to form after a layoff of 30 to 60 
days. This rule certainly would put a stop to 
indiscriminate claiming, developers of 2-year- 
olds would have their proper chance of getting 
proper returns for their investments and efforts, 
and in time it would raise the standard of train- 
ers through the elimination of those who know 
only enough to carry on another's work. 


War Relic 


. FTER the victory of War Relic in the $50,000 
Massachusetts Handicap, Owner Samuel D. 
Riddle said, “I’ve waited 15 years for this colt.” 
War Relic is a 3-year-old son of Man o’ War 
and Friar’s Carse, by Friar Rock, and is the first 
good colt the mare has produced since she en- 
tered the stud in 1926 after a splendid career in 
the Glen Riddle Stable. As the matter of fact, 
he is the second colt the mare has had and the 
third result of a mating with Man o’ War, the 
others being the fillies Speed Boat, stakes winner 
and dam of Level Best, and Anchors Ahead, a 
non-starter and dam of Ocean Blue. _ Friar’s 
Carse is the dam of Black Carse and the colt 
Black Jacket, by Black Toney and the fillies 
Spring Brook by Crusader and Yellow Flag by 
American Flag. She was barren in three years, 
not bred in another, lost one foal, and is repre- 
sented in the Glen Riddle barn also this year by 
the juvenile Gun Site, also by Man o’ War. 

The victory of War Relic in the Massachusetts 
was a mild surprise although he won three of his 
four starts over the track and just failed to get 
up in the other. It was another case of “horses 
for courses,” as the vaunted invaders from New 
York—the Belair Stud entry of Foxbrough and 
Fenelon and Mrs. George D. Widener’s Your 
Chance—failed to stand up for the talent. Fene- 
lon faltered under his impost of 130 pounds after 
making a bold bid on the outside leaving the 
backstretch and Foxbrough, winner of the Butler 
Handicap in his previous start, moved to War 
Relic in the stretch in a manner suggesting he 
would be a handy winner but his stamina gave 
out on him in the final sixteenth. 

War Relic, one of a trio of 3-year-olds in the 
field of nine and carrying 102 pounds, 14 below 
scale and getting ten from Foxbrough on the 
scale, had followed the pacemaking Honey Cloud 
closely as the first half-mile was run in :46%5. 
He had the lead by a neck as the three-quarters 
was turned in 1:11 and by a head with the mile 
completed in the very good time of 1:3545. Fox- 
brough appeared the stronger at the time, but 
little Ted Atkinson got to work on War Relic and 
the Man o’ War colt gave his older adversary 
more than he could stomach, drawing away to 
win by three-fourths of a length and completing 
the nine furlongs in the new track record time 
of 1:48%6. 
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Both Riddle and his trainer, the able Walter A. 
Carter, believed War Relic would give a good 
account of himself in the event but they had 
little hope he would win. The colt’s victory may 
have caused them to wish they had started War 
Relic in the Yankee Stakes, the 3-year-old race 
won by Our Boots, and in which his impost was 
103 pounds. However, a good showing in that 
contest undoubtedly would have caused Handi- 
capper Charles J. McLennan to give him a higher 
rating in the Massachusetts, and he might not 
have been able to come through with the same 
sterling performance. 

Although he took the measure of proved older 
horses, War Relic hardly may be considered a 
worthy opponent of Whirlaway unless in receipt 
of many pounds. They are in only the Wilson 
Stakes at Saratoga together and Whirlaway 
hardly will compete in it as this mile test at 
weight for age is scheduled only three days after 
the Classic at Arlington Park. War Relic also 
is in the American Legion Handicap, Saranac 
Handicap, and the Kenner; Whirlaway is in the 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap, Travers 
Stakes, and Saratoga Cup. 

Suffolk Downs, although enjoying its most suc- 
cessful meeting, did not have the crowd last 
Wednesday a race of the importance of the 
Massachusetts deserved. Rain appeared immi- 
nent during the morning, however, and that may 
have prevented many from far away journeying 
to the course. Also, Boston is a busy place just 
now and not so many persons are able to leave 
their work or business even though Wednesday 
in New England usually is a half-holiday. As the 
day turned out, however, Charles F. Adams and 
his associates in Suffolk Downs were well pleased 
with Massachusetts Handicap day and they will 
have it again next summer.

OCKINGHAM PARK’S §fast-thinking Lou 
Smith came up with a very popular idea in 
admitting his opening day’s patrons free upon 
donation of an old aluminum pot and pan for de- 
fense purposes. . . . Suffolk Downs’ pari-mutuel 
average for the 60 days of racing represented an 
increase of 15 per cent over that of last year’s 
meeting. . . . Marshall Cassidy, the New York 
commission steward, fancies the idea of using the

Pause for Saratoga 


HOUGH few of the big stables skip over the 

Empire City meeting to rest their stables for 
Saratoga, as was the case once, a good many of 
the best horses are given a rest ahead of the up- 
state meeting, with the result that Empire City 
offers its major events, the Butler Handicap and 
Empire City Handicap, during the early part of 
the meeting. On July 19 two stakes were offered, 
both over the 5%4-furlong course. 


First of these was the East View Stakes, for 
2-year-olds. It is the opinion of many horsemen 
that either this season’s juveniles are not a par- 
ticularly good lot or, more probably, the best of 
them have not yet got into serious action. But 
the leader in New York this far is B. F. Whita- 
ker’s Requested, a Questionnaire colt which Lewis 
J. Tutt consigned to the Saratoga auctions last 
year, and which has won four stakes thus far. 
Fourth of these was the East View, in which the 
colt made heavy weight concessions to his field. 
The other stakes, the Fleetwing, went to the 
capable sprinter Roman, from the J. E. Widener 
stable. 

A race for 2-year-old fillies, under allowance 
conditions, was won by Mrs. E. J. Madden’s Enoel, 
a daughter of Jack High. A Class C handicap, 
at 1% miles, was taken by Mrs. Parker Corn- 
ing’s Attention, a 3-year-old by Equipoise which 
seems to be approaching his best form. A 114- 
mile race was offered for platers, and Mrs. J. A. 
Coburn won this with Cee Joe, a 6-year-old by 
Cee Jay Jay. 

The Empire City meeting closes June 26, with 
the Wakefield Handicap, for 2-year-olds, and the 
Yonkers Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up, at 114, 
miles, as features of the final program. On the 
following Monday Saratoga begins, the Flash 
Stakes and American Legion Handicap being of- 
fered on opening day as usual. 


Requested Has to Drive 


After he once found winning form, B. F. 
Whitaker’s Requested (122) has been very much 
the horse to beat for the New York juvenile 
stakes. In two meetings with Sun Again, cur- 
rently money-winning leader of the 2-year-olds, 
Requested has a draw, finishing far back once, 
beating the Calumet colt in his next out. On 
July 19 Requested had to give from six to 12 
pounds to the field for the East View Stakes 
($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 5% furlongs), and 
though he had to be under hard pressure to do 
it, he won by a neck, and a meeting between him 
and Sun Again is just now the best 2-year-old 
attraction that could be arranged. 

Odds-on favorite, Requested was off well, but 
Brookmeade Stable’s Sundial (111), an inex- 
perienced gelding by *Gino, took the lead. He 
could never get clear, as Requested kept forcing 
the pace. In the upper stretch the favorite took 
a slight lead, and under Eddie Arcaro’s hard drive 
lasted to win by a neck. Sundial, which stumbled 
near the finish, was a length and a quarter ahead 
of Robert Sterling Clark’s Colchis (116), a 
*Happy Argo gelding which won the Ral Parr 
Stakes at Pimlico last spring. Belair Stud’s

Requested now ranks as the major yearling 
bargain of 1940, as his owner paid $1,300 for him, 
and Requested has won $25,250. He has started 
nine times, won six races, finished third once.

Roman's Fleetwing Handicap 


Alfred Vanderbilt’s New World (3, 124), having 
won a six-furlong race smartly at Aqueduct in his 
1941 debut, was a strong favorite for the Fleet- 
wing Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
5% furlongs) at Empire City July 19, bettors dis- 
regarding the fact that he was giving actual 
weight to all of the field except J. E. Widener’s 
Roman (124), to which he gave a full year in- 
stead. Harvard Square (3, 122), owned by Ar- 
nold Hanger, was another 3-year-old from which 
much was expected, and he was second choice. 

After the race the second guessers could see it 
very plainly. Roman, which had raced indifferent- 
ly in his first four starts this year, had shown re- 
turning form by winning a six-furlong race at 
Aqueduct June 25, and he had the speed which 
made him one of the top sprinters of his age last 
year. In the Fleetwing he set out after the al- 
ways dangerous Speed to Spare (110), from B. A. 
Neale’s stable, caught him in the last furlong, 
and drew out to win by three lengths. When 
Speed to Spare doesn’t last, he stops all over, and 
he fell back to finish fourth. J. W. Brown's T. M. 
Dorsett (115), always near the first flight, kept 
on to finish second, a neck in front of Harvard 
Square, which also was well up all the way. Speed 
to Spare was a half-length farther back, followed 
by Air Brigade (3, 113), Mettlesome (3, 116), 
Handy Tom (3, 112), New World, Golden Voyage 
(118), and Doubt Not (109). The favorite was in 
striking distance for the first part of the race, 
then drifted to the inside as if tiring. Time, :2235, 
746, 1:0815, track fast.

Roman was foaled April 20, 1937, at Mr. Wide- 
ner’s Elmendorf Farm, Lexington. He is the 
fourth foal and third winner from the Test Stakes 
winner *Buckup, the others being Hiatus (seven 
wins at two and three) and Bucking, a winner to 
six, 1941. *Buckup had no foal in 1938 or 1939. 
Roman, winner of the Lafayette, Bashford Manor, 
and Hyde Park Stakes at two, and of the Jerome 
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and Chicago Handicaps and the Laurel Stakes 
at three, has started 33 times, won 16 races, fin- 
ished second five times, third three times, and has 
earned $47,560. Look Up, bred in the United 
States, was a winner in England and was returned 
to this country in 1928, along with *Buckup, her 
first foal. She is also dam of the winners Chance 
View (Prince Georges Autumn, San Carlos, Haw- 
thorne Decoration Day, Bay Meadows Speed, 
Houston Juvenile Handicaps), Hecla (also sire), 
Shot Up, and Omnibus. Sweeping Glance won at 
two, three, and four. She was sent to England in 
1922, along with Look Up, which was then a suck- 
ling, and was returned to the United States in 
1928, carrying Sweeping Light, a stakes winner of 
21 races and $39,205 and sire of Tangled and 
other winners. Sweeping Glance also produced 
the winners Durga, Ocala, and Sweeping Blaze. 


Aqueduct Fall Stakes 


The Queens County Jockey Club, which made a 
big increase in the value of its stakes last year, 
has made a smaller one this season, amounting 
to 13 per cent, and the eight flat race stakes will 
have a total endowment of $67,500 this year. 
There will also be three steeplechase stakes, the 
endowments totaling $10,500. One of these is the 
Harbor Hill, which was discontinued after the 
1938 running. Last year the track had no steeple- 
chases, as the new steeplechase course was not 
completed until after the 1941 spring meeting, 
and the old one had been torn up when Aqueduct 
reduced the size of its track. The Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes, which has been run at Aqueduct 
since 1923 (there was a Junior Champion at 
Gravesend from 1898 through 1909) has been re- 
named the Cowdin Stakes for the late John Elliott 
Cowdin, president of the Aqueduct track, who 
died last spring.

Arlington Park 


ULY 26 is the last Saturday of the 34-day Ar- 

lington Park meeting, and the feature is the 
thirteenth Classic Stakes, run this year with a 
$40,000 purse added to the nomination and start- 
ing fees. The expectation is general that the race 
will be worth something like $45,000 to Calumet 
Farm's Whirlaway, which is perhaps to ignore the 
fact that in the beaten fields for the Classic have 
been such as Twenty Grand, Cravat, Johnstown, 
Bimelech, and other top-flight horses. Whirlaway 
seems a standout, however, and Our Boots will 
apparently be the chief contender. 

Without the services of Eddie Arcaro, sus- 
pended for a ride at Empire City July 19, Whirl- 
away will either be ridden by Wendell Eads, who 
has had difficulty in keeping him from running 
out, or by a new rider entirely, and there were 
reports that George Woolf, who won last year’s 
running with the outsider Sirocco, would have 
the mount. Swing and Sway may also be a 
starter, and there will probably be others. But 
whatever starts, Whirlaway is virtually certain 
to be an odds-on choice at post time. 

On July 19 the feature was the new race over 
turf, the Arlington Handicap, a 134g-mile event 
which was won by Howard Wells’ Equifox, in new 
track record time. Except for an allowance race 
for 2-year-olds, the rest of the card was made up 
of claiming events. The allowance race, at 5! 
furlongs, was won by Valdina Farm’s Valdina 
Orphan, a colt by the former Kilmer stallion 
*Hilltown, a son of *Blenheim II. 

Arlington Park this year has 34 days, and the 
July 26 program will not end the meeting, which 
extends until July 31, when the Hyde Park Stakes 
will be the last stakes event. On the following 
day Washington Park begins its summer meet- 
ing. 


Proud One Again 


Proud One, Calumet Farm’s 3-year-old *Blen- 
heim II filly, strengthened her position for 3-year- 
old filly honors with a length and a half victory 
over Montsin in the inaugural running of the 
Cinderella Stakes at Arlington Park July 16. 
Unlike her stablemate Whirlaway in the colt di- 
vision, Proud One has plenty of competition 
among the fillies. By no means out of the pic- 
ture is Greentree Stable’s Tangled, winner of 
four straight races, including the Top Flight 
Handicap, Delaware Oaks, and Gazelle Stakes. 
Tangled finished last in the Hannah Dustin 
Handicap July 12 but had a very good excuse. 
At the gate she kicked her right hind cannon and 
suffered a rather bad cut. She is now at Sara- 
toga and is expected to be ready to resume rac- 
ing there. Crispin Oglebay’s Level Best has been 
off form since annexing the Coaching Club 
American Oaks and Cis Marion, Mrs. Ella K. 
Bryson’s filly, has not shown her Pimlico Oaks 
form since winning that race. The leader in 
amount of money won is Tangled, winner of 
$17,425, but Proud One holds two decisions over 
the Greentree filly, once in receipt of four pounds 
and the other at level weights when Proud One 
took the Acorn Stakes. 

In the Cinderella Stakes ($2,500 added, seven 
furlongs, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares) 
Proud One didn’t meet any of the above four and 
was at 108 pounds, level with Woolford Farm’s 
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good filly Silvestra. The latter was slight favorite 
but failed to show her usual form at any stage and 
finished seventh. At the start Blue Delight (106), 
Mrs. John Marsch’s 3-year-old Blue Larkspur filly, 
and T. H. Heard, Jr.’s Be Blue (110) came out of 
the gate first and went winging along in front of 
Proud One and the rest of the field of nine. Ap- 
proaching the stretch Wendell Eads shook up the 
Calumet filly and she started moving forward, 
overtaking the tiring Be Blue. Blue Delight was 
disposed of easily and Proud One was going away 
when Hyman Friedberg’s Montsin (112), a 5- 
year-old Ormont mare, passed Blue Delight in a 
hard drive from sixth position. Eads let Proud 
One go again and she won by a length and a half. 
Blue Delight held on to trail Montsin by three- 
quarters of a length with W. U. Ridenour’s 3- 
year-old Joan T. (107) a length and a half back 
in fourth place. In order followed Be Blue, *Jeze- 
bel II (3, 100), Silvestra (108), Mattie J. (108), 
and One Witch (106).

Equifox Likes the Turf 


Until recent years, except for hunts racing and 
steeplechasing, the ‘Turf’ has been a figure of 
speech in American racing, where long meetings 
and eight-race days preclude the idea of racing 
over a grass strip. But recentiy Hialeah and Ar- 
lington Parks have experimented with races over 
turf, considerably to the delight of spectators, 
who find the green background more colorful than 
the dirt strips. At first such races were for 
platers, which presumably couldn’t be harmed 
much anyway, but in the last two years stakes 
races have been offered over the grass courses. 
Richest yet of these is the Arlington Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 154g miles), 
which was run at Arlington Park on July 19 for 
the first time. It attracted a field of 11, of which 
Millsdale Stable’s Sun Lover (109) was the 
favorite, the Sun Beau horse having won smartly 
over the turf course at 114, miles a few days 
before. 

Sun Lover ran well from the start, but at first 
the leader was the fading veteran Mucho Gusto 
(106), which found his nine years a bit too heavy 
to carry after the first half-mile, and was eased 
after being beaten. Arcturus Stable’s Pink Gal 
(105) was also close at first, and the Slave Ship 
filly took the lead as Mucho Gusto retired, Sun 
Lover going along in second place. In the upper 


stretch the favorite went up to her and took the 
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lead. By this time three horses were charging 
from behind. Howard (Babe) Wells’ Equifox, 
outrun early, had moved from ninth place to con- 
tention on the turn, and was on the outside ready 
for the drive. Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Idle Sun 
(110), winner of a minor turf stakes earlier in 
the meeting, had always been fairly well up, and 
he began a determined effort in the upper stretch. 
Mrs. L. B. Muschal’s Cherry Trifle (100), a 
former Greentree racer, had also been outrun, 
and he began making up ground fast in the 
stretch. At the furlong-pole no more than a 
length separated the first four, but Sun Lover 
was tiring most. He dropped back slightly and 
Equifox and Idle Sun went out to fight for the 
lead. Both were tiring at the end, but Equifox 
held on best and won by a neck. Three-fourths 
of a length farther back Cherry Trifle beat Sun 
Lover a head for third place. In order followed 
Dog House (103), Pink Gal, *Ranger II (105), 
Dorimar (110), Shot Put (114), Viscounty (112), 
and Mucho Gusto. Time, 1:58454 (new track 
record), track fast.

He was 1 to 10, and won like 
1 to 20, but he displayed his old habit of bearing 
out on the turn. With the field he met this made 
little difference, and he came on again when 
straightened out and won easily by nearly three 
lengths. Wendell Eads held him in around the 
first turn, then took the lead without resistance, 
just about lost it to Daily Trouble when Whirl- 
away bore out, got it again at once. 

The race was Whirlaway’s twenty-seventh, and 
his fourteenth success. The winner’s share of the 
purse, $3,250, increased his earnings to $239,361, 
did not move him out of seventeenth position 
among American money winners, where he is still 
about $6,000 behind Bimelech. But a victory in 
the Classic would move him to seventh place, 
with only Seabiscuit and the $300,000 winners 
ahead of him.

Hollywood Park 


NOTHER of the amazing Saturday programs 

which Hollywood Park has been working up 
to came July 19, when $22,000 was distributed to 
horsemen, without counting the $75,000 Holly- 
wood Gold Cup. Big stakes are no longer un- 
usual at major American tracks, though the Gold 
Cup is equaled only by the Kentucky Derby and 
surpassed only by the Santa Anita Handicap. But 
big overnight purses in large quantities are dis- 
tinctly unusual. The magnitude of Hollywood 
Park’s overnight program may be grasped by 
considering that in its seven overnight races on 
July 19, Hollywood Park gave away more money 
than Empire City, which had two stakes, did in 
all its seven races, and more than Arlington Park, 
with one stakes, did in eight. In other words, 
even if the $75,000 race were eliminated, Holly- 
wood Park still would have had the highest dis- 
tribution of the day. 


The principal event supporting the Gold Cup 
was the $7,500 overnight Delaware Handicap, in 
which Neil S. McCarthy’s Augury, after running 
second four times in a row, finally proved a win- 
ner, beating Exemplify, Pictor, and others. A 
$5,000 handicap for 3-year-olds at one mile re- 
sulted in another success for Mr. McCarthy, 
whose Buckhorn Creek, last in the Hollywood 
Derby a week earlier, beat Painted Veil, Vain 
Grove, and others. <A $2,500 allowance race for 
2-year-olds, also at a mile, went to Loma Rica 
Rancho’s (Errol MacBoyle’s) Rivagold, by High 
Quest. 

The current week sees the end of the Hollywood 
Park meeting, with the $25,000 Sunset Handicap, 
on July 26, being the last stakes event. Big Peb- 
ble, it was announced, would ship East and will 
miss this race, and the Gold Cup second and third, 
*Paperboy and Mioland, will head the field for 
the 11,-mile handicap, which was won last year 
by *Kayak II. 


On the Other Coast 


Until July 19, the last time Circle M Ranch's 
Big Pebble got into the headlines was in Florida, 
when he surprised at 16 to 1 by winning the 
Widener Handicap at Hialeah Park, with Bime- 
lech, generally regarded as the best horse in 
training in Florida, finishing behind him. There- 
after Big Pebble was beaten four consecutive 
times at Hollywood Park, and with his stable- 
mate Ship Biscuit (108) he came up at Hollywood 
Park as an 11-to-2 chance for the Hollywood 
Gold Cup ($75,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 114 
miles), the second richest handicap of the season. 
In his four defeats Big Pebble had raced from six 
furlongs to 1% miles, and if the Gold Cup had 
been 70 yards shorter he might have been second 
again. 

Ship Biscuit began fast, his mission evidently 
to try the speed of the field. Porter’s Cap (3, 
114), essaying something of the same role on be- 
half of Mioland (130) for Charles S. Howard, 
raced with him for a half-mile, then gradually 
began to retire. Ship Biscuit kept on, and it was 
W-L Ranch’'s *Paperboy (3, 98), a son of Zev’s 
rival Papyrus, which came up to dispute the lead. 
Meanwhile Mioland was running in hand in a 
good position, while the slow-starting Big Pebble 
(119) was far in the rear. He did not begin to

Nick Wall 
drove the 3-year-old hard, but Big Pebble carried 
too many guns, and in the last strides he was up 
to head the leader, went under the finish wire a 
neck in front. The 3-year-old held on sturdily to 
beat Mioland two and a half lengths for second 
place, and Mr. and Mrs. Edward Wright’s abso- 
lute outsider, Wing and Wing (105) was a well 
beaten fourth. In order followed Ship Biscuit, 
Porter’s Cap, Woof Woof (117), Touch and Go 
(104), No Competition (114), *Don Juan IT (108), 
*Barrancosa (106), Transient (3, 100), and 
Sweepida (112). The latter, a favorite on the 
Coast because he is California-bred, was outrun 
all the way and never threatened.

Big Pebble was bred by E. R. Bradley, and was 
sold in February, 1940, to the present owner, for 
whom he has been a high-class performer. He 
won no stakes last year, but placed in several. 
Altogether he has started 35 times, won seven 
races, finished second five times, third seven 
times, and has earned $143,155, of which $129,675 
was earned this year. Only Whirlaway has 
earned more this season. Big Pebble is the one 
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hundred and twenty-fifth horse to become a win- 
ner of $100,000, and he is now fifty-third on the 
list of American money winners. 

In addition to the Widener Handicap he won 
one division of the McLennan Memorial Handicap 
in Florida last winter, and particulars of his pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of February 
22, page 361. 


Three Flunk Out 


Hearings on the caffeine cases in California 
went on through most of last week, marked 
chiefly by conflicting testimony. On June 15 
the California Horse Racing Board’s Chairman 
Jerry Giesler, in a long preamble, sketched in the 
background of the cases, and denied reports that 
he was trying to make a “clean-up of racing” a 
stepping-stone to a race for governor of Cali- 
fornia. ‘Let me state emphatically at this time 
that when the chairman quits this job he is done 

definitely-and he regrets he ever started in 
public service by accepting the chairmanship of 
the Horse Racing Board.” 

One of the first difficulties was that a horse 
named Mulligatawney, which was one of the nine 
whose stimulation—if any—caused the investi- 
gation, had been turning up stimulated again, 
though he was supposedly in “isolation,” and the 
possibility of tampering with him, presumably to 
confuse an already labyrinthine situation, was 
raised. 

From the experiment performed at Rancho San 
Luis Rey July 6, the first announced result was 
that 30 grains of caffeine did not show up in 
urine tests, but that doses of 120 grains could be 
detected. Nothing was said of the effectiveness 
of the stimulant, though on the following day a 
chemist said he did not consider it ideal. 

On the following day a deposition from Dr. 
Charles E. Morgan, chemist for the New York 
Racing Commission, was introduced, to the ef- 
fect that the “caffeine” detected was not caffeine 
at all, but a substance he called ‘Unknown 17,” 
a substance which thus far has not been identi- 
fied. Dr. Chauncey D. Leake, of the University 
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of California, took the stand later and said he did 
not think there was enough evidence ‘“‘to assume 
there is a substance known as ‘Unknown 17’ in 
horse urine.’’” He went on to say that the nine 
original tests had been graded on the usual school 
system running from A to F, with A represent- 
ing a virtual certainty, and F representing in- 
sufficient evidence to establish stimulation. On 
this basis, Louis B. Mayer’s Painted Veil, W. L. 
Brann’s Challomine, and Mrs. Glen Gravatt’s 
Raby Rattler flunked out, with a grade of F. 
Linum and El Cabrillo scraped through with 
D’s; Mulligatawney, Brown China, Neddie Boy, 
were satisfactory with C’s; and Kekawaka got a 
B. There were no A’s, and on the following 
day a chemist, Dr. Roger W. Truesdail, agreeing 
generally with this rating, admitted that there 
was an element of doubt in all cases. 

On the first two days the testimony was chiefly 
technical, dealing with chemical analyses, but on 
the third day a number of trainers and grooms 
were interrogated. All denied any knowledge of 
the nine stimulations at issue, but L. C. White- 
hill, trainer for W. L. Brann, said frankly that he 
used to stimulate horses in the days when “you 
had to do it to stay in business ... but when 
‘hop’ went out I was through with it.” He point- 
ed out in the case of Challomine, a first-starter, 
that such a horse would not have been stimulated 
under any circumstances, because “under those 
conditions a horse racing for the first time might 
do anything.” Owner A. A. Baroni, on cross 
examination, denied that he had ever stimulated 
a horse, even in the days when such practices 
were somewhat condoned. 

Harry M. Warner advocated use of a receiving 
barn to care for horses for at least 24 hours be- 
fore they were raced. [California once had the 
receiving barn system, but horsemen fought it 
until it was discontinued. ] 

A somewhat fantastic story of a groom or 
gambler or unlabeled character who fled from 
Hollywood Park dropping a sack of sugar and a 
quantity of caffeine pills was also introduced, 
but it was apparently not taken very seriously. 

Odds and ends of the week included reports 
that Louis B. Mayer had intimated he might get 
out of racing—rumors rather effectively contra- 
dicted by the signing of Trainer W. B. Finnegan 
for a three-year contract—and the statement at- 
tributed to Mr. Brann that California needed a 
racing board chairman who would rule “with an 
iron hand.” 

On Saturday Chemist Arnold O. Beckman re- 
versed the field of experts, following the inter- 
ference Dr. Morgan’s deposition had set up early 
in the week. The crystals found in the urine of 
the undoubtedly stimulated horses tested at 
Rancho San Luis Rey, he said, were different in 
character from those found in the original uri- 
nalyses of the nine horses “stimulated”’ at Holly- 
wood Park. The essence of his testimony was, 
consequently, that the original nine had not been 
given caffeine. He had, he said, discovered an 
infallible reagent to detect caffeine. 

The investigation continues, with a presumably 
final session for Wednesday, July 23.

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MASSACHUSETTS 
Exodus from Suffolk 


HE 60-day Suffolk Downs meeting ended with 

the racing of July 19, the $15,000 Mayflower 
Stakes, now the richest juvenile event of the New 
England season, being the closing attraction. The 
expected duel between A. T. Simmons’ Eternal 
Bull and Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Alsab, meeting at 
level weights, developed according to form, and in 
the stretch Alsab shook his rival off, won de- 
cisively, and established himself as the principal 
young development of the meeting. 

A supporting race, a Grade C handicap at a 
mile, went to Phil Schwartz’s 6-year-old Napper 
Tandy, which got up at the end to win by a nose 
from the favorite, Glen Riddle Farm’s The Finest. 
An allowance race for 3-year-olds was won by 
Meadowbrook Farm’s Mack’s Dream, a daughter 
of Night Flyer, and the only other non-claiming 
event, for 2-year-old maidens, was won by Le Mar 
Stock Farm’s favorite, Mixer, a gelding by Ca- 
naan, with Glen Riddle again furnishing the 
runner-up in Flag Trumpeter. But Glen Riddle 
could stand the two reverses on closing day, hav- 
ing taken top honors of the meeting when War 
Relic unexpectedly won the Massachusetts Handi- 
cap on July 16. 

The figures which came up for attention in the 
office were consoling, too. For the 60 days the 
track had a pari-mutuel turnover of $24,477,380, 
a daily average of $407,956, the last day con- 
tributing $624,969 to the total. The average rep- 
resented an increase of about 91% per cent over 
the 1940 meeting, when the daily average turn- 
over was $374,120. This year’s average was the 
highest in the history of the track, beating the 
previous record, set in 1936, by about $2,000 daily. 
Attendance for the 60 days was announced as 
793,000. 

The track had a few new records from the 1941 
meeting. Eternal Bull set a new mark of :58%5 
for five furlongs, War Relic ran 1% miles in 
1:48%5 for a new record, and Alsab on closing 
day equaled the 514-furlong record of 1:051s. 


A Continued Tradition 


The regular pattern of the Massachusetts Hand- 
icap ($50,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% 
miles) at Suffolk Downs is the success of an out- 
sider, a pattern interrupted only once in the seven 
years the stakes has been offered. Discovery was 
expected to win the first running and the second 
as well, but it was Top Row and Time Supply, 
respectively, which got to the the winner’s circle. 
Seabiscuit won in 1937, making a lone score for 
the favorites. In 1938 the Eastern Racing As- 
sociation had a floral blanket made up in the 
yellow and black of Glen Riddle Farm because 
the race was conceded to War Admiral. But 
Menow didn’t concede, and War Admiral was un- 
placed for the only time in his life. In 1939 Fight- 
ing Fox, which was supposed to be through at a 
mile, wasn’t through at all and won from Pom- 
poon, Challedon, et al. In 1940 Challedon went 
into the race a conqueror at 9 to 10, but Eight 
Thirty came out the winner at 6 to 1. In the 


seventh running, on July 16, 1941, with no yellow 
and black floral decorations ready, Glen Riddle 
marked off its beaten favorite with a winning 
outsider—and the added satisfaction of a new 
track record. 

Samuel D. Riddle and his new trainer, Walter 
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Samuel D. Riddle’s 
Glen Riddle Farm, which | 
failed to win the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap with 
War Admiral in 1938, 
last week got an unex- | 
pected victory in New 
England’s richest race 
with War Relic, 3-year- 
old son of Man o’? War 
and the former high-class 
race mare Friar’s Carse. 
War Relic is shown here 
in the winner’s circle 
after the race, with Jock- 
ey T. Atkinson up. 
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A. Carter, who took over from Cull Utz some 
two months ago, surprised observers by entering 
War Relic (3, 102) overnight, and it was freely 
predicted that he would be withdrawn, with the 
Glen Riddle hopes pinned to The Finest (112), a 
stakes winner this year. But the stable surprised 
again by taking The Finest out and leaving War 
Relic in. These were all the surprises the stable 
could find, but War Relic had one of his own; he 
took the lead in the back stretch and hung on to 
the end, to win at nearly 11 to 1. As he went 
across the finish line Jockey Teddy Atkinson 
waved his bat exultantly. Someone asked him 
later whom he was waving at, and he answered, 
“Everybody.” 

Belair Stud’s heavily weighted entry of Fox- 
brough (122) and Fenelon (130) was favored in 
the field of nine, with the 3-year-old Swing and 
Sway (106) and Market Wise (111) given some 
chance at them, and George D. Widener’s Your 
Chance (120) also having some backing. 

Honey Cloud (110) sprinted away in the lead, 
with War Relic on the rail behind him, Fenelon 
third. Foxbrough was also close up, as was 
Market Wise. Your Chance, which Don Meade 
said later “runs only when he feels like it,” ran 
about a quarter-mile and then stopped. On the 
back stretch Honey Cloud tired, and War Relic 
went to the front, still lightly restrained, and 
Foxbrough began moving up, passing Fenelon on 
the far turn, as the latter began tiring under his 
weight. Through the upper stretch it was a bitter 
struggle, with Foxbrough only a neck behind on 
the outside, and War Relic running hard. At the 
furlong-pole it was a head-and-head affair, though 
Atkinson said later that Foxbrough “never got by 
me.” The Man o’ War colt held on with great 
gameness, and it was Foxbrough which yielded. 
War Relic was three-fourths of a length ahead at 
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the end, ready to draw clear. 
easy second, three and a half lengths ahead of 


Foxbrough was an 


Tower Stable’s Royal Man (106), and Market 
Wise, representing Louis Tufano, got up to be 
fourth, two and a quarter lengths farther back. 
Swing and Sway was next, closing some ground, 
with Fenelon, Your Chance, Tola Rose (112), and 
Honey Cloud following in order. Time, :23, :463, 
1:1115, 1:3545, 1:48%5 (new track record), track 
fast. Stakes division, $48,350, $10,000, $5,000, 
$2,500, $1,250. 

From the favorite came no excuses. “We'll 
stand on that race,” Jimmy Stout said. “You 
can’t give away that weight.’ Foxbrough was 
giving the winner 20 actual pounds, 10 pounds by 
the weight scale.

When War Relic came back to the winner's 
circle, his owner said that the victory was one of 
the greatest thrills he had got from racing in 
years, and professed himself “the most surprised 
person at Suffolk Downs.”’ The colt, bred at Mr. 
Riddle’s Faraway Farm, Lexington, was foaled 
March 18, 1938. He did not start last year, suf- 
fering from a back ailment. He won one race 
during the early spring, and was beaten rather 
consistently at Belmont Park. In his five starts 
immediately preceding the Massachusetts Handi- 
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cap, however, he was three times first and twice 
second, and was rather obviously improving. He 
has now started 12 times, won five races, finished 
second three times, and has earned $52,660. 

Friar’s Carse, one of the top fillies of her year, 
won five races and $20,225, including the Keene 
Memorial, Fashion, and Clover Stakes. She is 
also dam of the winners Black Jacket and Speed 
Boat, the latter winner of the Adirondack Handi- 
cap and Test Stakes, and dam of Level Best, lead- 
ing 2-year-old filly of 1940 and winner of the 
Coaching Club American Oaks this season. Friar’s 
Carse is also dam of the producers Black Carse, 
Yellow Flag, and Anchors Ahead, dam of Ocean 
Blue, winner Rennert Handicap and Survivor 
Stakes. Of these foals, Speed Boat and Anchors 
Ahead are full sisters to War Relic, and Yellow 
Flag is a three-quarter sister, being by American 
Flag. The breeding is somewhat unusual, as both 
*Rock Sand and *Fairy Gold appear in the third 
generation of each side of the pedigree. 

Problem is also dam of the winners Flint Stone 
($21,185, including Mardi Gras, Crescent City, 
Harford Handicaps), Perplexity, Problematical 
(also producer), and Carmanchita (dam of 
Yankee Dandy, winner California Breeders Cham- 
pion Stakes) and the producer Elizabeth Ragan. 
Query also produced Quiz, winner in three sea- 
sons, and was sister to Electioneer (Futurity 
‘ and sire), and half-sister to the stakes winners 
Tommy Atkins and Trumpet. 


Alsab at Level Weights 


After cleaning up in the Chicago area, Mrs. 
Albert Sabath’s Alsab went to Suffolk Downs, 
where he was promptly beaten in the Myles 
Standish Handicap by A. T. Simmons’ Eternal 
Bull. But he was giving the *Bull Dog colt five 
pounds, and in the Mayflower Stakes ($15,000 
added, 2-year-olds, 5'2 furlongs) on July 19 the 
two met at level weights, each getting three 
pounds off scale weight and carrying 119, while 
the others in the field were entitled to larger al- 
lowances. Alsab, beaten a half-length in the 
previous race, was an odds-on favorite. 


Eternal Bull cut out the pace, with his stable- 
mate Bold Question (116) in second place. Alsab, 
ridden by R. L. Vedder, was not quite able to hold 
his early position, and he dropped back to fourth, 
then began moving up on the turn. He got to 
Eternal Bull on the last turn, wore him down and 
took the lead. In the stretch he drew out stead- 
ily, and won by two and a quarter lengths. Sam 
H. and James C. Stone’s Syl’s Jimmy (110), a colt 
by *St. Germans or Halcyon, came up fast on the 
outside to take second place, three-fourths of a 
length ahead of Eternal Bull, and L. L. Haggin’s 
Air Current (113) was fourth, a like distance 
farther back. In order followed Bold Question, 
Rodney (110), and Anticlimax (107). Time, :23,

SALES 
Neil S. McCarthy 


HE first of what Breeder Neil S. McCarthy 

said he hoped would become a regular annual 
series of sales was held at the Los Angeles Riding 
Academy Wednesday, July 16. Nineteen head of 
horses were sold, all consigned by Mr. McCarthy, 
and they brought $5,975, an average of $315. 
Seven yearlings totaled $1,950, an average of 
$279. There were eight horses in training, which 
sold for $3,100, an average of $388, and the four 
broodmares brought $925, an average of $231. 
Highest price of the sale was the $775 which 
Josie Anderson paid for the 3-year-old filly Tickled 
Pink. 


Mr. McCarthy expressed himself as very well 
pleased with the results. “While the prices ob- 
tained were below the actual value of the horses,” 
he said, “I was gratified when the public responaed 
as it did... . Some buyers obtained bargains and 
these satisfied customers are certain to be among 
the active bidders at succeeding sales.’”’ Plans 
were made to accommodate about 150 persons, 
and more than double that number attended. The 
summary:

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Saratoga 
Yearling Notes 


Harrie B. Scott 


O* mounting importance at the annual Sara- 
toga sales is the consignment from Harrie B. 
Scott’s Shandon Farm. Though Mr. Scott, with 
the exception of 1937, has been sending a few 
head for several years, he has had no consign- 
ment comparable in size to that of the current 
year. In 1938, however, he had one of the better- 
priced colts in a $13,000 Blue Larkspur yearling, 
and in 1939 he had another top-priced yearling 
in a $20,000 *Blenheim II colt. A few years ago, 
when the Nash Brothers disposed of their breed- 
ing interests, Mr. Scott purchased their Shandon 
Farm, and with the increased acreage at his com- 
mand he is breeding on a larger scale than be- 
fore. He will have 16 yearlings in his own con- 
signment, and will act as agent in the sale of five 
others. Mr. Scott is manager of Faraway Farm, 
and most of the mares he is breeding from are 
by Man o’ War. 

Breeders are opportunists at Saratoga only by 
accident—-that is, the matings which produced 
this season’s yearlings were made more than two 
years ago, and consignors must either anticipate, 
or hit by pure luck, the pedigrees which are most 
fashionable this summer. With Whirlaway domi- 
nating this season's racing, a consignor with a 
*Blenheim II colt is thrice blessed, and Mr. Scott 
has a good one, out of War Lassie. This is a 
very good, smooth, racy colt, with a fairly short 
cannon, a high flat croup, high withers, sloping 
shoulder. He is close-coupled. strong through the 
gaskins and forearm, and, pedigree apart, has the 
makings of a good performer. 

Two of the colts are by *Sickle. The black 
from Yellow Flag is strong, muscular, lengthy, 
good-jointed, clean-legged, speedy-looking. The 
one from Argosie, a mare which placed in stakes 
and was second to Top Flight in the C. C. A. 
Oaks, is a stylish, well finished, solid sort, ex- 
tremely good in the forehand, withers, shoulder, 
and forearm, strongly and symmetrically made. 
Mr. Scott likes “lookers” to poke at his yearlings; 
this one is nearly as solid as a horse in training. 

There are also two by *Sickle’s full brother 
*‘Pharamcnd II. The one from Ship Ablaze is a 
big, strong, upstanding brown. with scope for a 
lot of development, great bulging muscles be- 
hind, high in the croup, and he should be very 
fast. The other, from Brave Maid, is an im- 
pressive bay. He stands and walks well, has good 
bone, strong muscular assembly, the muscles 
running well dewn, and should be one of the tops. 

Only other stallion with two colts is Haleyon. 
Flighty Girl has a quick, racy, blocky bay by him, 
strong and truly made. The brown from Proble- 
matical is also fairly blocky. He is good-sized 
and strong. wide-chested and well muscled. 

Blue Larkspur—Flaming Swords colt is a well 
furnished, solid one, his withers high and well 
back, his shoulder good, his legs clean and put on 
right. Whichone—-Fairy Day colt, out of a mare 
which has had two foals, two winners, is a rather 
smoothly made bay, very high and strong behind, 
and with the frame of a speedster. The Jean Val- 
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jean—Float colt is a strong, somewhat rangy one. 
He is half-brother to three winners, including the 
steeplechase stakes winner Mandingham, but he 
does not suggest a jumper himself. The Fire- 
thorn—-North Beauty colt is a medium-sized 
brown, short-backed, racy, with good feet and 
legs, and the general look of a stayer. Boadicea, 
dam of the stakes winners Manatella and Manie 
O’Hara, has a strong rangy brown by Sweeping 
Light, good through withers and shoulders, and 
strong behind. The colt by Wise Counsellor— 
Crows Feet is a big-framed, powerful chestnut, 
with big strong joints. Being a Wise Counsellor 
he may be regarded as an almost certain winner, 
and he could be a very good performer. 

The three fillies are by different sires. Dead 
Reckoning has an enormous bay filly by Clock 
Tower. She stands 16 hands at least, is very 
clean for her size, and has the muscular organi- 
zation to carry her great frame. She is deep 
through the heart, strong in loin and croup, and 
has the muscles of a colt. The Blue Larkspur 
filly out of the young mare The Drum is a first 
foal. She is good-bodied, good-sized, clean- 
legged, close-coupled, long from hip to hock, and 
good all round. The bay by *Pharamond II— 
Under the Gun is a smooth, substantial, collected 
sort, strong at both ends, with high withers and 
good shoulder. 

Most of the mares in the consignment are pro- 
ducers, some have thrown stakes winners. The 
stallions are more or less beyond reproach. The 
individuals are very good, very hard in flesh. 
There should be some good ones here. 

Mr. Scott will act as agent in the sale of five 
others, which include the only three yearlings by 
Man o’ War to be offered this year. Two of these 
are colts. The chestnut out of the stakes winner 
Cresta is a very strong one, with Man o’ War’s 
top line almost exactly duplicated. His neck is 
well fitted, his chest is deep and strong, his legs 
clean and well made. The chestnut from Sun 
Emerald is also well muscled, with a high flat 
croup. Without being particularly distinguished, 
he has no obvious faults either, and should be a 
good performer. I rated him a little above the 
other Man o’ War colt. The Man o’ War filly is 
from Polymera. She is plainer than the colts, 
has a good straight hind leg, strong hind quar- 
ters, good bone, the strong forehand Man o’ War 
puts on most of his get, and she should be of in- 
terest to those looking for fillies to race and re- 
tire as broodmares. 

On Her Toes, the dam of Get Off, has a bright 
red chestnut by American Flag, strong, short in 
the cannon, muscled well down, deep-chested. 
Twilight Gun has the first yearling, a filly, by 
Rosemont that I had seen. She is a medium- 
sized good bodied one, fairly smooth, smart look- 
ing, long muscled. 


Charles A. Asbury 


ROM his Hedgewood Farm near Lexington 

Charles A. Asbury usually sends to Saratoga 
a modest consignment of yearlings, gets average 
prices for them, and comes home happy. This 
year he is stepping into the competition for the 
big money, for he has at the farm now a group 
of yearlings the like of which he never watched 
over before. 

The star of the lot is a rich bay colt by *Chicle, 
the last colt got by the late patriarch of the 
Whitney stud, out of Adalante, by Eternal, whose 
first foal he is. This is by long odds the hand- 
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somest, sweetest-dispositioned, and best made 
son of *Chicle I ever saw. He is of average size, 
very solid, extraordinarily well muscled wherever 
muscles count, and finished off with the nearest 
approach to elegance of anything *Chicle ever 
got. He has a splendid head and neck, well sloped 
shoulder, deep barrel, high croup, and is excep- 
tionally muscular in the forearm, thigh, and sec- 
ond thigh. His legs are clean, true, and good- 
boned, the feet are all on at the proper angle, 
and he puts them down confidently in what train- 
ers call a millon-dollar walk. The withers are a 
little flat, which is characteristic of many *Chicle 
yearlings I have seen; for some reason his get 
are tardy in showing the full development of the 
withers. The dam of this colt, a young grand- 
daughter of Distinction, was purchased by Mr. 
Asbury out of the Xalapa Farm sale in 1939, and 
was bred to *Chicle that year. Owing to an in- 
jury she was never started. This first offspring 
of hers is like Bimelech in that he is the last and 
probably the handsomest son of a grand old sire, 
and it will not be surprising if, like Bimelech, he 
turns out a high-class horse. As far as external 
evidence goes, at least, he has every qualification 
for it. 

Another extra good colt is the brown son of 
Aneroid out of Wallingford’s dam, Fake, by Mor- 
vich. He, too, is something of a rarity, since his 
sire had had only a short service in the stud be- 
fore he was destroyed in a fire. This is a good- 
sized, showy, extra strong colt with plenty of 
substance, short in the back, straight in the hind 
leg, and with a great deal of quality. 

Haste is represented by two colts of quite dif- 
ferent types. The bay out of Poverty looked 
enormous at first glance, but when he walked 
closer he seemed to be not much over 15.1 at the

He is big all over, however, through the 
chest, in the barrel, in the hind quarters, in the 
forearm and gaskin, and in the cannon bones and 
joints. The black colt out of Jamesville, whose 
first foal, James Quest, is a 2-year-old winner this 
season, is the antithesis of the Poverty colt in 
build; he is medium-sized, trim, quick, wiry, with 
an average amount of substance. His feet are 
well put on, and he is very well muscled about the 
forearms and hind quarters. 

*Bull Dog is sire of two smart fillies in the lot. 
A brown sister to the high-class Miss Ferdinand, 
out of Misleading, by Sweep, is a sweet one, fine, 
feminine, light, racy, and showing everywhere 
the influence of her very prepotent sire. The 
brown filly out of Sweepsora, by Sweep, is built 
on much the same order, but bigger. 

*Bull Dog’s son, the broad-beamed Coldstream, 
is the sire of a strong, big-bodied, flashy chestnut 
filly out of Celanire. She stands well, puts her 
feet right in a very impressive walk. The Hard 
Tack filly out of the stakes winner Nectarine, by 
*Bull Dog, is good-sized, showy, wide-bodied, 
smoothly finished, with a very sloping shoulder. 
The black daughter of *Ccohort and the *Light 
Brigade mare Kamila (a mating probably prompt- 
ed by the success of the similarly bred Roman 
Soldier) is good-sized, of medium build, rounded 
in the quarters, and has a very good walk.

Creekview Farm 


HE consignment which Tollie Young, master 

of Creekview Farm in Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, is sending to Saratoga this year consists 
of nine colts and six fillies, as shown by the cata- 
logue. They will be sold, as usual, on the open- 
ing night of the sales, Monday, August 4. I make 
no question that this is the most promising con- 
signment Mr. Young has ever catalogued. 

Mr. Young keeps the stallions belonging to 
Norman W. Church, of California—-Gallant Sir, 
Riskulus, and, until this year, Plucky Play, which 
has been sold to Fred B. Koontz and sent to Mili- 
tary Stock Farm. Seven of the lot are by these 
stallions. 

Among the nine colts three are by Gallant Sir, 
which was one of *Sir Gallahad III's earliest 
$100,000 winners. The big bay out of Portaire, 
by The Porter, is a big, sturdy, hard-muscled, 
flashy colt with a lot of style about him, suggest- 
ing that he takes his size from his sire, and his 
finish from The Porter. He has excellent feet 
and legs, is very strong in the forearms, has a 
beautiful forehand, and is well made generally. 
A still bigger one, and more heavily made, is the 
colt out of Toro Prodigy, by Toro. He is, I 
guessed, about 15.3, but is very well proportioned 
and quite showy. This one, too, is well made all 
over, sturdy and strong, and with an excellent 
set of legs put on just right. The chestnut colt 
out of Campsol, by Campfire, runs back to the 
type of his maternal grandsire, low-set and wide- 
bodied. He is substantial, strong, and well 
finished, and suggests quick action for the buyer. 

Plucky Play is the sire of two bay colts, both 
out of good mares. The one from Bran Muffin, a 
mare which won 15 races, is blocky, true-made 
all 1ound, with a lot of substance, looks like de- 
veloping into a good 2-year-old. The *Sir Galla- 
had III mare Fairflight, already dam of the 
stakes winners Toro Flight and Fair Lead, has 
a lighter-built colt, smart-looking, with a very 
good head, and generally well put together. 

The chestnut colt by Riskulus out of the fre- 
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quent winner Gallahad Maid, by *Sir Gallahad 
III, is good-sized, flashy, smoothly turned, with 
a lot of quality. The chestnut son of Good Goods 
out of Indian Summer is a solid, substantial one, 
with knees and hocks very close to the ground, 
and, in general, suggesting his sire. 


One of the better specimens in the lot is the 
bay colt by Brevity out of the Man o’ War mare 
Vagrant; this is a middle-sized, wide, blocky, 
quick-looking colt. 

Another of the tops is the bay colt by Hadagal 
—Fortuna Mia, by *Axenstein. This is a fairly 
tall, racy, well finished youngster of medium sub- 
stance, with excellent legs, well muscled at the 
forearms and second thighs, with a good lively 
walk. 

Among the five fillies my preference fell, al- 
most automatically, to the bay by Chance Shot 
out of the stakes winner No Regrets, dam of two 
stakes winners. This is the first foal No Regrets 
has had by a prominent stallion, and she has all 
the makings of a stakes-winning mare. She is 
middle-sized, deep through the heart, strongly 
muscled, true about the legs, and good all over, 
and has an excellent walk. 

The bay filly by Agrarian out of Thorson’s dam, 
Axenbroom, is not so good-looking, but “can out- 
run any filly on the place” in impromptu paddock 
races. She is of medium build, very sloping in the 
shoulder, and racy-looking. The Gallant Sir— 
Fancy You brown filly is good-sized, blocky, deep- 
barreled, excellent in the head and neck, high- 
withered, and short-backed, and especially short 
in the cannons. The chestnut filly by the dead 
sire Brilliant out of Campsie, by Campfire, is the 
blocky, solid, well finished, true-made type that 
would be expected from such a cross. 
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The Silverdale—Imperial Blondy bay filly is 
medium-built, well muscled everywhere, and very 
good about the shoulders and hindquarters. The 
Wise Counsellor—Drollery filly was at another 
farm and I was, unfortunately, not able to see 
her. She is, Mr. Young said, a very good filly, 
of medium build, with good legs all round, and 
with a very good walk. She is a sister to Wise 
Niece. 


R. A. Fairbairn 


REGULAR dweller in the high Saratoga 

averages is R. A. Fairbairn, from whose 
Fairholme Stud, at Winchester, Kentucky, an- 
nually comes a small, carefully picked consign- 
ment to the yearling auctions. It may be confi- 
dently predicted that Mr. Fairbairn will be near 
the top again, for the eight yearlings he has to 
sell this year are excellent individuals, and they 
are fashionably bred, four being by the current 
leading sire *Blenheim II, two by *Sir Gallahad 
III, which has led the sire list four times. Last 
year the Fairbairn average was $7,156, and if it 
is below that this year it will be because there 
are as many fillies as colts. 

It was odd, in the light of the individuality of 
the two stallions, to find that the two *Sir Galla- 
had III colts were considerably smoother and 
more stylish than the two by *Blenheim II. The 
first of the two by *Sir Gallahad HII is out of 
Maud Muller, a good stakes winner herself and 
dam of two stakes winners, The Darb and Chic 
Maud. This is a good-sized, well developed brown 
colt, collected and strong, which stands on four 
clean, well shaped legs. He is flat in the croup,

The other, from the young *St. Germans mare 
Smoke Pot (a half-sister to Red Rain, being from 
the grand mare Dustemall), is just as good-look- 
ing, a litue thicker through the hindquarters, 
long from hip to hock, fairly close-coupled. His 
legs are good, his forehand very strong. 

The *Blenheim II colt from Minstrel Gal is a 
big, strong, rugged colt, with good wide gaskins, 
strong forearm, big, well made joints, and a busi- 
nesslike walk. The mare’s only other foal is one 
which was sold in 1939, and has won in two sub- 
sequent seasons. The other *Blenheim II, which 
shows best of the two, is a longer, more stylish 
sort, with good withers set well back, good bone, 
an extremely sloping shoulder. He is out of Mal- 
vina B., which has produced Special Agent and a 
number of other winners, and whose 1941 juve- 
nile, Patriot, has already won three races. 

Anyone who buys broodmares by pedigree can 
start at once on the filly by *Blenheim II out of 
One Hour, a stakes winner and dam of three 
stakes winners and several other winners. Any- 
one who buys broodmares by conformation can 
inspect the same filly—she is a well made, clean- 
legged chestnut, good in gaskin and forearm, 
wide through the hind quarters, flat in the croup, 
and roomy in the barrel. The other *Blenheim II 
filly is from Countess Time, and one may expect 
to see Roy Waldron looking her over at Saratoga, 
for he trained one of the mare’s earlier foals, 
Gallahadion, to win the Kentucky Derby. This 
is a smooth, smart, neat bay, well balanced, deep 
through the chest, her withers set well back. She 
is strong-looking but feminine. 

There are two other fillies. One is by Flares— 
Torietta, a fair-sized bay, good in front and be- 
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hind, close-coupled and sturdy. She toes in a 
very little, a factor which some trainers say indi- 
cates speed. The bay is by *Pharamond II—Bel 
Tempo, whose earlier foals are all winners. She 
is a strong, rangy sort that will make a big 
mare, high in the croup, very good in the fore- 
hand, with a good forearm and shoulder. 

The writer has seen three of the last four crops 
from Fairholme, including that of which Galla- 
hadion was a member. In my opinion this is the 
best of them.

Death of Jesse Spencer 


Jesse Spencer, 66-year-old central Kentucky 
horseman, died July 21 at the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, Lexington, after an extended illness cov- 
ering nearly two years. Mr. Spencer, a native of 
Jackson, Ky., had lived for many years at his 
Chilesmere Farm, near Lexington, and he had 
been active in the breeding and racing of Thor- 
oughbreds for about 30 years, nearly always train- 
ing his own horses. 

Among the horses he handled were Violet Bon- 
nie, with which he won the Ashland Oaks at Lex- 
ington, Blackie Daw, Bright Willie, Our Willie, 
Neighbor, Sky Lad, and many others. 

Last spring, when prospects of a return to 
health had failed, Mr. Spencer commissioned the 
Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, of Lexington, to 
dispose of his horses, and Mr. Cromwell sold them 
off in one morning at Churchill Downs. The 
broodmares and foals at Chilesmere Farm have 
been consigned to the Lexington Fall Sales, and 
will be sold on the night of October 13.

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Sir George Thursby Dies 


Sir George Thursby, only amateur rider to 
place in the English Derby, died last month at 
the age of 71. Sir George rode John o’ Gaunt to 
be second in the Derby and Two Thousand Guin- 
eas in 1904; he was second with Picton in the 
1906 Derby; and in 1908 was second in the Two 
Thousand Guineas with Sir Archibald.

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STRATE AND STARETOR 


The following is from Hollywood Park’s pub- 
licity department. 


EORGE STRATE tells how he acquired Stare- 
tor for Hugh S. Nesbitt, a new man in the 
racing game. 

“A sum of $30,000 was placed to my account in 
a bank by Mr. Nesbitt and he informed me to go 
East and get him some stakes horses. I searched 
around and couldn’t find anything I thought was 
worth the money they were asking. 

“I came back to Santa Anita figuring I could 
get something there. I knew Dick Handlen had 
three young horses that I liked pretty well, and 
had my eye on them. I had set down what I 
thought they were worth—-when one night I was 
invited to Handlen’s house for dinner. 

“While we were eating the phone rang. It was 
du Pont calling from Delaware. It was long dis- 
tance, and the connection was made so it was a 
loud conversation and I couldn't help hearing 
what was said, though Handlen didn’t suspect it. 
Du Pont was telling Handlen to go and sell some 
of the horses he had brought West. He quoted 
prices on six of them. Now, I was only interested 
in three. I was astonished to find they valued Fly 
the Coop highest, Copperman next, and Staretor 
third. I had them just the other way around. 

“After Handlen finished talking he hung up, 
and I said: ‘You want to sell some horses?’ He 
said, ‘Yes.’ I said: ‘What will you take for Fly 
the Coop, Copperman, and Staretor?’ He looked 
down at the slip on which he had written the 
figures, added them up and gave me the answer. 
I knew what that figure was going to be in ad- 
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vance. So I made him an offer to take the three.” 

“Handlen called du Pont right back on the 
phone, told him about my offer—and it was ac- 
cepted. I wrote out a check, and it was much be- 
low the amount my employer had given me the 
right to spend. 

“Next day I had Mr. Nesbitt out to the track, 
and we went down to see his new purchases. We 
hadn't moved them, so we went to the du Pont 
barn. Mr. Nesbitt liked the looks of the colts. 
Then he asked, ‘What stakes and races have these 
horses won?’ 

“A trifle chagrined, I said: 
won. They’re all maidens.’ 

““*What!’ he exclaimed, and I could see his jaw 
drop, for my answer plainly perturbed him. ‘Do 
you think they will be all right and win some 
races ?’ he asked. 

“*Yes, I believe they'll do all right for us,’ I re- 
plied.” 

Truer words were never spoken. A second in 
the Kentucky Derby and a first in tae Hollywood 
Derby for Staretor are accomplishments many a 
wealthy owner would give a fortune to have 
placed to his credit. 

Strate revealed an interesting sidelight on his 
own Derby deeds: Strate saddled Elwood for Mrs. 
Boots Durnell to win the 1904 Kentucky Derby. 
He saddled Dr. Leggo for Charlie McCafferty to 
win the California Derby in 1905. He won the 
1915 Reno Derby with Star Shooter; third in Ken- 
tucky Derby with Agrarian; third in Santa Anita 
Derby with Copperman; second in Kentucky 
Derby with Staretor. 

Strate also has the distinction of having broken 
and trained Inchcape for John Rosseter. The colt 
was sold for $115,000.

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Death of Jack Goldsborough 


A. J. (Jack) Goldsborough, one of the best 
known trainers of the older generation of horse- 
men, died Monday, July 21, at his home in Brook- 
lyn, ending, at the age of 72, a race-track career 
which began when he was 15 years old. 


Mr. Goldsborough was born April 27, 1869, at 
Leonardstown, Md., the son of a well known 
horseman, and brother of Charles H. Goldsbor- 
ough, also a trainer. He became a jockey about 
the age of 15, got his first win on a horse named 
Boston. In 1888 he rode on the major tracks in 
the vicinity of New York, the next year he turned 
to training, and saddled his first winner, a gelding 
named Romance, at Clifton, N. J., on February 
20, 1889. 


Jack Goldsborough did not like large strings of 
horses, rarely had as many as a dozen horses in 
his charge, and never figured among the leading 
trainers. The largest amount of money won by 
his charges in a single year was $64,047 in 1921, 
when Yellow Hand was a leading handicapper, 
and he never had as many as 30 wins in a year. 
Since 1924 he had as many as 10 wins in only one 
year, 1939. 

His name, however, is associated with one of 
the most famed race horses of the current cen- 
tury, the gelding Roamer, which he trained for 
Andrew Miller. Roamer, a selling plater when 
Mr. Miller got him, won 39 races and $98,828, in 
the days when it took a lot of stakes races to add 
up to so large a total. Yellow Hand, Prince 
James, and Flip Flap were other good horses he 
trained, and in recent years the best horse he hau 
developed was the Saratoga Stable’s Volitant. He 
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had for many years maintained his training head- 
quarters at the Aqueduct track.

Death of Mrs. Daly 


Mrs. Marcus Daly, widow of the famed copper 
king, died recently at her home in Bitter Root 
Valley, near Hamilton, Mont. Her husband, who 
established the great Bitter Root Stud in Mon- 
tana near the end of the last century, was a color- 
ful figure in the racing of his time. He died in 
1900 and his wife, who had never approved of his 
connection with racing, immediately dispersed 
his stud. The sale, in Madison Square Garden, 
on January 30 and 31, 1901, was one of the great 
Thoroughbred auctions of the time. The eight 
stallions included Hamburg, *Ogden, Tammany, 
and *Isidor, and among the 104 broodmares cata- 
logued were Miss Darebin, ancestress of Mes- 
senger; *Optime, carrying Sysonby; *Oriole, the 
dam of *Ogden; *Pastorella, which later pro- 
duced Colin for James R. Keene; and *Berrie- 
dale, ancestress of Osmand, Brevity, Bubbling 
Over, Reaping Reward, Whirlaway, King Cole, 
and other top horses. There were also 75 horses- 
in-training in the dispersal. Dr. Edward Hag- 
yard, a member of an old Lexington veterinary 
firm, was taken to Montana by Mr. Daly to serve 
as veterinarian, and later as manager. He also 
acted for Mr. Daly in the purchase of many of the 
mares. 

Mrs. Daly is survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
James W. Gerard, wife of the former American 
ambassador to Germany, and Countess Sigray, of 
Budapest.

"Ascot Races at Newmarket 


ONDON, July 7 (By Air Mail).—An attempt 

to condense into two days at Newmarket last 
week the brightest features of Ascot and the nor- 
mal Newmarket First July meeting was bound to 
be but a qualified success. We are, however, cul- 
tivating the spirit of thankfulness for small 
rations, and if there was little else to remind one 
of the festive air of Ascot, the weather was all 
that could be desired. The attendance was small 
and sober—no complaints this time of petrol 
wastage and general flippancy—there was no 
fashion parade, no top hats, and no masses of the 
all-pervading hydrangeas with which the Ascot 
stands are invariably smothered. ‘No frocks, no 
fops, no flowers,”’ as the Sporting Life headlined. 
Newmarket was just its pleasant July self, which 
was all to the good, and for a Royal flavor to the 
occasion we had the best of all reasons for re- 
joicing, for His Majesty’s colors were to the fore 
in the Coventry Stakes and the Queen Mary 
Stakes on the two best 2-year-olds of the season. 


It was the Royal double that made the week’s 
sport truly memorable. Not since the days of 
Edward VII has the purple and scarlet been car- 
ried by horses of such class as Big Game and Sun 
Chariot, and that they should capture on one day 
two of the most coveted of all juvenile events was 
a real occasion for cheering. I don’t suppose 
that the crowd numbered 10,000, but the reception 
that they gave the King’s winners was something 
extraordinary for sedate Newmarket. 


Big Game, which looked bigger and more mus- 
cular than ever, had only four rivals for the 
Coventry Stakes (5 f.), worth £1,217, and odds of 
9 to 2 were freely laid on. The son of *Bahram 
and Myrobella was allowed to stride along and he 
came home, unchallenged, four lengths in front 
of Lord Derby’s smart Watling Street (by Fair- 
way—-Ranai), with Lady Bullough’s Paramount 
(by *Bahram—Renate) four lengths away third. 
Second and third we know to be more than use- 
ful, and the manner in which Big Game disposed 
of them amply confirmed all the good things I 
have written about him. It is not conceivable 
that Big Game will be beaten this season, and 
there will be no guessing as to which will be top- 
weight in the Free Handicap. I wish that we 
could have seen that other very promising *Bah- 
ram colt, Mr. Allnatt’s Shah Rookh, in opposition 
for the Coventry Stakes, but it was thought in- 
advisable to run such a backward colt on the firm 
going. I have a high opinion of Shah Rookh, but 
I don’t suppose he will catch up on Big Game this 
year. 

Sun Chariot had a much more strenuous race 
to win the Queen Mary Stakes (5 f.), value £1,056, 
an event confined to fillies. The daughter of 
Hyperion and Clarence got up on the post to beat 
Lord Glanely’s Perfect Peace (by Colombo— 
Grand Peace) by a head, with Lord Derby’s 
Equipoise (by Bobsleigh—-Complacent) a length 
away third of 12. Among the unplaced were the 
good winners Cheerful Anne and Mah Iran, so

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that there is no question of Sun Chariot’s merit, 
even if the winning margin was so slight. 

In due course, Big Game and Sun Chariot will 
be returned to the National Stud, where they were 
bred—-they are leased to the King only for their 
racing careers. They will be great assets to the 
stud, and there is a prospect that Big Game will 
earn in service fees a useful contribution to the 
national exchequer. 


Gold Cup in Name Only 


HE substitute Gold Cup, run over two and a 

quarter miles and worth £2,318 to the owner 
of the winner, was one of the Ascot events which, 
I think, could with advantage have been aban- 
doned. It has been clear for long enough that we 
have no real Cup horses in training, and although 
the race itself was a thriller, the same spectacle 
could have been produced at less cost without 
conferring the false dignity of ‘Gold Cup win- 
ner” on the victor. It was Sir Hugo Cunliffe- 
Owen's 6-year-old horse Finis (by Cameronian 
out of Felstead’s dam, Felkington, by Lemberg) 
which captured the spoils by a head from Miss 
Dorothy Paget's 4-year-old Olidon (by Trimdon), 
with the Aga Khan’s 4-year-old Winterhalter (by 
Gainsborough) a neck away third. Other run- 
ners were Hippius, King Legend, Top Coat, and 
Single Court. This is not a Gold Cup field, not 
by a long chalk, and although I am not with- 
holding praise from Finis for a game display of 
stamina, it is only right to add that the per- 
formance was of only fair handicap merit. Inci- 
dentally, Finis has been on offer for sale, at quite 
a reasonable figure, for many months, but none 
of the home or foreign buyers who evinced an 
interest would take him. 

Having expressed a candid opinion of what I 
considered Harry Wragg’s misjudgment! when 
beaten by Morogoro the previous week, I must 
not omit to compliment him on his “Ascot” treble 
on Big Game, Sun Chariot, and Finis. He had to 
merely sit pretty on the first named, but he 
showed brilliant finishing powers on the others. 
Wragg will be called up for the services in a few 
days, and when he is in the Royal Artillery 
(anti-aircraft section) his opportunities to ride 
winners will be restricted. With Gordon Richards 
still laid up, Wragg has gone into the lead in the 
list of winning jockeys, having registered 38 suc- 
cesses to date from a total of 174 mounts. 

The other “Ascot” event run at Newmarke:< was 
the St. James’ Palace Stakes of £1,322, for 3-year- 
olds, over the Bunbury Mile. James V. Rank’s 
colt Orthodox (by Hyperion out of Queen Chris- 
tina, by Buchan), improved upon his Guineas and 
Derby running and won handsomely by two 
lengths from the Duke of Westminster’s Lambert 
Simnel (by Fair Trial), with Sir Victor Sassoon’s 
Camperdown (by Hyperion) three lengths away 
third of seven. Last to finish was Sun Castle, 
which seemed far from happy on the firm going. 
The failure of Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s charge 
was all the more disappointing inasmuch as his 
galloping companion, the 6-year-old Longriggan, 
had won the Stetchworth Handicap (114 m.) 
half an hour previously, in the readiest fashion 
from a fair-class field. In home gallops, Sun 
Castle can “lose” Longriggan. 


Ujiji, Commotion, and Others 


ECOND day of the meeting was devoted to 
Newmarket First July events, of which the 
most interesting was the time-honored July 
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Stakes for 2-year-olds, worth £511. There was no 
celebration of this race last year, the first break 
since its institution in 1786. The first winner I 
remember was the peerless Sceptre—and that is 
going back just 40 years. More recently Dio- 
phon, Fairway, Mr. Jinks, Four Course, and 
*Foray II have been enrolled on the list of win- 
ners, and the most recent victor, A. E. Allnatt’s 
colt Ujiji (by Umidwar out of *Gino’s half-sister 
Theresina, by Diophon), will, I think, prove worthy 
of the distinction. He pulled through by only a 
short head from Major McCalmont’s filly Eleanor 
Cross (by Hyperion), but this was no disgrace, for 
Eleanor Cross is a very good one. Third was John 
Dewar’s colt Scratch (by Fairway), and he also is 
a useful sort. Most of the critics assume that Ujjiji 
is the pick of the yearlings that Mr. Allnatt 
bought from the Aga Khan last year, but I incline 
to the view that Shah Rookh will prove the best. 
Mr. Allnatt corrects a statement made in my 
notes of a month back to the effect that he 
bought a batch of eight yearlings from the Aga 
Khan for 3,200 guineas. There were 11 young- 
sters in the consignment, and the total purchase 
price was 4,400 guineas. 


The July Cup, a weight-for-age race over six 
furlongs, worth £488, was another event that 
brought back memories. The finest duel that I 
ever saw over a six-furlong course was the 1929 
set-to for this race between Lord Ellesmere’s un- 
beaten filly Tiffin and J. H. Whitney’s *Royal 
Minstrel. The betting was evens, and Tiffin won 
by the shortest of heads, in record time. The 
third runner was the Aga Khan’s Le Phare, which 
was no slouch, but he was 10 lengths away at the 
judge. 

There was nothing of the Tiffin class in last 
week's turn-out, but they were a fairly hot lot 
and the finish was thrilling enough. Miss K. 
Farrar’s 4-year-old gelding Comatas (by Taj Ud 
Din) scored by a short head from John Dewar’s 
3-year-old gelding Poise (by Fair Trial), with 
James V. Rank’s 4-year-old colt The Druid (by 
*Bahram) two lengths away third. Among the 
five unplaced were Portobello, Mickey the Greek, 
and Linklater. 

The Falmouth Stakes (1 m.) for 3-year-old fil- 
lies, enabled Mr. Dewar’s Oaks winner, Commo- 
tion, to add to her laurels. Conceding seven 
pounds, the daughter of Mieuxce confirmed superi- 
ority over Beausite ana Turkana in a desperately 
close finish. 

Martin Benson took the Fulbourne Stakes 
(6 f.), for 2-year-olds, with the very nice filly 
Cheveley Lady (by Solario out of Lady Mar- 
jorie). She scored cleverly from Captain Hardie’s 
colt Argon (by Colombo), with Mr. Allnatt’s con- 
sistent colt Muzloom (by *Mahmoud) a creditable 
third of seven. 


The handicaps which completed the cards were 
not of much moment. Brendy, a 4-year-old geld- 
ing by Sunny Trace, won the mile Exning Handi- 
cap, receiving a lot of weight from the second, 
Rue de la Paix, and the third, Bold Devil. The 
Summer Handicap (2 m.) went to the ex-plater, 
the 5-year-old gelding Paradise Club (by Milton), 
and the Waterbeach Handicap (7 f.), for 3-year- 
olds, was won by the filly Hyaline (by Hyperion). 

We journeyed up to Yorkshire for the Saturday 
meeting at Pontefract, where the sport was en- 
joyed by a large company of locals but didn’t 
provide any material for this dispatch.

Saratoga Yearling 


ECAUSE of the pressure of other work on the 

office staff, THE BLOOD-HORSE gave me the 
task—or rather the pleasure—of making the 
usual Eastern tour to inspect yearlings consigned 
to Saratoga from Virginia, Maryland, and New 
Jersey. 

One is impressed by the tremendous strides be- 
ing made in the East toward breeding high-class 
horses. If the development continues, this sec- 
tion will play an even more important role in the 
Saratoga yearling market. In Virginia, which is 
second only to Kentucky in producing winners, 
breeders and horsemen have organized and are 
going about the matter of raising horses with 
more of a business-like attitude. George (Nick) 
Saegmuller has been selected as the field secre- 
tary for the new Virginia Horsemen’s Associa- 
tion. Nick has got off to a good start publicizing 
Virginia-breds and gathering facts and figures on 
the Thoroughbred industry in Virginia. I am in- 
debted to him for driving me about the State in 
search of Virginia yearlings going to Saratoga. 

The Virginia organization is patterned after 
the successful Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, of which Humphrey Finney is the ubi- 
quitous field secretary. Finney was off in New 
York so Stewart Sears, his assistant, drove me 
about the Old Line State. 

The next part of the trip threatened to be the 
toughest—-going to New Jersey’s farms by train, 
rather than car. However, it turned out very 
pleasant and much quicker than I had expected, 
as farm managers were very cooperative. While 
at F. W. Armstrong’s Meadowview Farms I saw 
that grand old veteran John P. Grier and the new 
importation *Easton. Old John is 24 and looks 
in grand shape. I was much taken by *Easton. 
Bred as he is, and a performer of the first water, 
he should do very well. 


Ellerslie 


AST year at the dispersal sale of the late W. 
S. Kilmer’s Court Manor Stud in Virginia, 
Arthur B. Hancock purchased three weanlings. 
They were sent to Mr. Hancock’s Ellerslie Stud 
near Charlottesville, Va., and have blossomed out 
into three crackerjack yearlings. The roan colt 
by *Gino—Dark Love, by *Traumer is a grand 
individual, looking very much like the *Ginos, 
with good size and substance. The first impres- 
sion one gets from this colt is power—-he is very 
heavily muscled in both his shoulders and quar- 
ters. He has grand withers, short back, good 
clean legs, and a smart-looking head. He is 4 
top-class prospect. 
The other two Kilmer purchases were both by 
Neddie. One is a bay colt out of Sunmel, a big, 


flashy yearling, very mature-looking. He is short- 
coupled, deep-girthed, with a long bottom line, 
and very strong. His legs are good, with knees 
slightly over, and he has a very even way of 
going. The other colt, out of Dark Fairy, is 
more on the blocky type. 


He has a very deep 
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and roomy barrel, is wide-forked, and broad 
across the quarters—a very good colt. 

Bryan Gentry thinks that this is one of Ellers- 
lie’s best crops of yearlings, and to this observer 
the yearlings are in grand condition and are an 
exceptionally fine group. The Kilmer-bred year- 
lings by no means monopolize the top brackets, 
for among the 16 home-breds there are some top 
youngsters. 

Pompey has a grand-looking colt out of Clair- 
voyant, very smart-looking, alert and _ strong. 
The Scalpel colt has an excellent shoulder, short 
and heavy cannon bone; he is higher in the croup 
than in the withers and has very good quarters. 
Brown Chick’s colt is a big, rangy youngster, 
standing around 15 hands. He is deep-girthed 
and wide-bodied, and rather mature-looking. The 
Fine Array bay colt is short-coupled and smaller 
than the others, is smart, racy, and well put to- 
gether. A lighter-made colt is the Hilaria chest- 
nut, which is well balanced and finely finished. 

The bay filly by Pompey—Permission is a top- 
notch yearling. Very well turned, with good ac- 
tion and top conformation, this filly is very smart 
and one of the best. The bay filly out of Alert 
is a racy youngster, wide-bodied, and with good 
quarters. Sicklefeather’s dark chestnut filly is a 
bit longer than the others and on the small side. 
She has a nice, breedy head. 

There are six Tintagels, one colt and five fil- 
lies. The colt out of Maridel, by *Durbar II, is 
a grand looker. He stands over 15 hands, is 
rangy, and shows a lot of scope. His shoulders 
and hind quarters are very strong, and he has 
prominent withers, grand forearms, and short 
cannon. The top filly is possibly the compact 
daughter of Mary Victoria, which is well bal- 
anced and true, with a look of class about her. 
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*Titter II has a speedy, short-coupled filly by the 
same sire. She is well developed, heavily mus- 
cled, and good all around. Hayai, stakes winner 
and dam of Sangreal, has a big quiet filly, very 
strongly muscled, short-coupled, and on _ the 
blocky side. The filly out of Flopsie is a good, 
medium-built yearling, with powerful quarters. 
The *Jacopo mare Gold has a low-set, good- 
legged youngster. This one’s head strongly re- 
sembles her sire’s, as does the Flopsie yearling’s. 

A classy-looking little filly is the *Foray II— 
No Risk youngster. She is well turned and short- 
coupled, and with four good clean legs. The dark 
grey filly out of Flora Mary is of medium build 
and has a smart head; she looks a real speedster.

N the other side of Charlottesville, Va., from 

Ellerslie Stud, A. B. Hancock’s sister, Mrs. 
Jane Hancock Garth, raises a few yearlings for 
Saratoga which are sold in her brother’s sale. 
This year Mrs. Garth has two colts and a filly. 
The bay colt by Pompey—Charred Keg, by 
Stimulus, is a top youngster, being on the rangy 
side, deep-girthed, short-backed, with grand 
shoulders and rear end. He has good bone, 
prominent withers and a very difficult one to 
fault.

Flares, 
winner of the Ascot Gold Cup, is represented by 
a big, rugged colt out of Exhilarate, dam of the 
stakes winner Grog.
